The Lingering Memory of Some Beautiful Towns—

He was very deaf, and I had to get €lose to 
his ear and talk loud, very lond, but 
for it was such 
a boon to him. I have often thought 
that we were not as considerate as 
we thould be of the pleasure of those who 
cannot hear. They are so conscious of their 
misfortune and so timidly reluctant to impose 
themselves upon othérs that I am drawn to 
them and give them as much time asI can 
spare. A little talk goes a long ways with 
one who is deaf. He is grateful, and he enjoys 
it and goes away pondering in his mind what 
you have told bim. Even the sound of your 
voice is treasured by him. Deaf men are 
almost universally honest and sincere, and 
they are kind and generous. 

Well, this old man, whose name is Fullilove, 
was born and raised in old Oglethorpe, and 
left there in 1828.

THE MEXICAN BULL FIGHT. 


Daring Feats of a Young Girl who is 
Victor Over Two Bulls. 

PARRAL, Mexico, February 25.—The cruel 
and degrading “sport” of bull fighting in 
Mexico is no longer indulged in to any great 
extent. It was formerly very popular with 
certain classes and tolerated by the people gen- 
erally for lack of other and more rational en- 
tertainments. It is but quite recently that 
the trial of speed between horses was intro- 
duced into this country under modern rules, 
and this class of sport is popular in but few 
places even at this time. Athietic sports of 
any kind are practically unknown, and the 
country thus far has been mercifully spared 
the infliction of baseball. Social cus- 
toms have much to do in fixing the 
amusements of the people. Here unmarried 
persons of opposite sexes do not mingle togeth- 
er, the young men are not allowed to visit the 
girls at their homes, are not permitted to 
walk with them upon the streets or in the 
parks, unless accompanied by a parent or other 
discrete relative, and church socials, select 
home gatherings and the “swell” pariies so 
common in the United States, are, in this 
country very rare indeed. Being thus de- 

arred from wholesome and and elevating so- 
cial amusements, the people have recourse to 
gambling. cock- fighting, and other vicious and 
demoralizing diversions of similar character. 
These old habits are, however, being gradual- 
ly broken up by the influence of the “Grin- 
£08, as ‘he foreigners are called, whoze soc'al 
customs, while at first “quite shocking” to the 
natives, are sooner or later adopted, though of- 
tevin a modified degree. 

The prohibition of bull fighting by laws re- 
cently enacted, has practicaliy done away with 
such exhibitions in Mexico, and they are rarely 
to be seen except during a few days known as 
Pasena, or feast time, at the clo.e of each year.

Asthe bull, mad with rage, would 
make his furious charge, she would firmly 
stand until he had approached withina dis- 
tance of about two feet, when, suddenly spring- 
ing t6 oneside, she would, as the animal 
rushed furiously by, with one hand slap him 
in the face with the red 
cloak with which his anger had 
been first aroused, while with the other hand 
she dexterously thrust into his neck a gaudy, 
barbed bandervilla, causing him to roar with 
pain and rage. Chargeafter charge was made 
by the maddened brute, only to be eluded by 
the active girl, while the bnil met the same 
treatment as before. -The little senorita played 
with him, plagued him and tortured him asa 
cat would a mouse, until the animal, bleeding 
and sore, and worn out with fatigue and pain, 
gave up the contest. He had met his conquer- 
or, and was taken from the ring. 

In the next contest the fair Castillian was 
under an advertised obligation—while still 
wearing the stilts—to kiil the bull witha 
sword scarcely more than two feet in length.

It was at the dinner-table of one of the 
highest dignitaries of the church—a man whose 
name, were I at liberty to mention it, would 
command recognition and respect wherever the 
English language is spoken—that I heard the 
stories which ] am about to relate. Iam aware

Paul’s history of Durham the fol- 
lowing account of Johnston's surrender: 
THE BEN 172 HOUSE SURRERDER. 

The tragic finale of the late civil war was 
rapidly approaching. The remnant of thinned 
but resolute and heroic columns of our great 
southern chieftain, Robert E, Lee, like the 
Spartan band at Thermopyl«, were at last 
brought to their last death grapple with the 
monster army of the Potomac, and 
on April 10th, 1865, at the Appomattox 
courthouse, Va. General Lee surrendered 
to General Grant upon liberal terms of capitu- 
lation. On this sad and memorable occasion 
General Grant exhibited commendable mag- 
nanimity. He declined to receive’General 
Lee’s sword,and in his capitulation paroled 
him aud his little band of less than eight thou- 
sand confederates. Mr. Davis and his cabinet 
had left Richmond on the 2d of April, after 
Lee’s lines had been broken, and made their 
escape. At Greensboro, N.C., the confederate 
president, in consultation with Generals John- 
ston and Beauregard and his cabinet, author- 
ized Johnston to make such terms as he might 
be able to do with Sherman, for a termination 
of the war and general pacification. The re- 
snit of this consultation is what is generally 
known as the“Sherman- Johnston convention,”’ 
held at the “Old Bennett house,” where terms 
of capitulation were drawn up, agreed to, 
and signed on the 18th day of April, 

Mr. Garland Webb visited the old historic 
spot—the Benne\; house—which has indirectly 
made Dy rnam famous, in company with Messrs. 
C. B. Green and T. D. Jones. Mr. Webb says: 

“An hour’s drive throngh an improved and 
prosperous country brought us to the spot. As 
we glanced arcund, there was little to indicate 
the historic associations connected with the 
place. The house is a plain, old-fashioned, un- 
pretending structure, devoid of paint without 
and Within, but meatness and 4a 
certain degree of rustic taste was manifest in 
all directions. The same old fence stands in 
front of the green yard, and the broad boards 
are covered with advertisements, As westepped 
into the little yard a musical voice, coming 
from the old kitchen window, said: 
‘Walk into the house, gentlemen; I will 
see y.u in a minute.’ Accepting her polite 
invitation, we were soon seated in the room in 
which the generals drew up and signed those 
important documents that ended the war. 
Soon the possessor of the musical voice made 
her appearance, looking as fresh and beautiful 
as one of the roses that grew in her little flow- 
er garden. Wefound her to be the grand- 
daughter of old man Bennett (who, by the 
way, has long since been gathered to his 
fathers), and lived atthe old place with her 
mother and brother. She knew but little of 
the facts we were seeking, but directed us to 
the house of her aunt, who lives near by, and 
who was the only surviving member of the 

Bennett family who was an eye-witness to the 
important circumstances that form the subject 
of oursketch. This was the same party who, 
guite a whileago, sold Mr. Jones, 
THE ‘LITTLE BLACK BOTTLE,’ 
and after thanking our rustic friend for her 
kindne:s, we were soon on our way to the 
house of the aunt. We arrived in a few min- 
utes at a small house, and were infermed that 
Mrs. Eliza Christopher lived there, and enter- 
ing the house we were cordially received by 
her, and stating the object of our visit, she at 
once signified her willingness to give us all the 
information in her power, We remarked to 
her that it had been denied by some pretend- 
ing knowing ones that Johnsten and Sherman 
ever met at the house of her father. She 
then, in her .own plain way, told us 
how she stoed and saw the two officers, Sherman 
and Johnston, meet at the gate, shake hands, 
and walk side by side into the house, talking 
earnestly all the while, and how strange it 
looked to her to. see these two men, who had 
been fighting each other for four years, meet 
s0 friendly and act so gentlemanly toward 
cach other. She said they would frequently 
come ont of the house and take short walks 
together, and she also said she saw them take 
a drink from the very bottle, in company with 
her father, that Mr. T. D. Jones now has in his 
possession. Continuing, she said: ‘I still own 
the littie tabie that was used by the generals 
in drawing up their papers, etc. I have had 
numerous offers for it, but none sufficient to 
induce me to part with it; bat I will sell it for 
morey cnough.’ We remarked to her that 
possibly there might be some doubt as tothe 
_ table she so greatly valued being the one that 
Was used on the occasion mentioned. 
She said she thought she could prove 
it; and arising she brought from above a small 
old-fashioned table, and then going to a book- 
case in the corner she took from between the 
leaves of an old b»ok a dilapidated page from 
Harner’s Weekly, dated May 27th, 1835, that

History of Durham. 
ORIGIN OF THE TOWN AND THE CELEBRATED 
NURHAM SMOKING TOBACCO, 


From no source could a better or more inter- 
esting history of Durham be obtained than 
from Mr. H. V. Paul’s charming little book, 
handed me by M1. Carr. 

One of the last acts in the tragic drama of 
the late civil war, as we have seen in our In- 
troductory, transpired in the vicinity of Datr- 
ham. It was here that “grim-visaged war 
emoothed its wrinkled front.” General Sher- 
man,on his famous “march to the sea,” had 
demonstrated to General Joseph E. Johnston 
by greatly superior numerical strength and 
facilities, that further resistance was useless. 
In April, 1865, Sherman encamped at Raleigh, 
while Johnston, with his remnant of heroic 
troops, rested at Greensboro. From Raleigh 
to Greensboro, a distance of about seventy-five 
miles, both armies roamed indiscriminately. 
General Johnston intimated to General 
Sherman his desire for a con- 
ference, and an armistice of 
ten days was declared. These two great chief- 
tains met in consultation at the Bennett house, 
near Durham, Durham was then an insignili- 
cant railroad station, with only about two 
hundred inhabitants. This station was declared 
neutral ground. Here “the boys in blue and 
gray” met in friendly intercourse—swapped 
horses, ran footraces, shot at targets, and, 
around the same campfires, told of hairbreadth 
escapes, spun camp yarns, and had a “good 
time’ generally, 

About one hundred yards from the railway 
station stood a two story frame tobacco factory, 
owned by the late John R. Green. During the 
war, Mr. Green had manufactured smoking to 
bacco for the “boys in gray,” bat now Othello 
had seemingly lost his occupation. Stored in 
this factory were large quantities of smoking 
tobacco, ready for shipment, and during the 
armistice the building was completely sacked, 
and around the campfires in Durham, the

literally smoked the pipe of peace. When the 
honorable terms of surrender were consum- 
mated—which terms were most dishonorably 
ignored by radical pothouse politicians of the 
national government at Washington—the sol- 
diers of each army provided themselves with a 
plentiful supply of this tobacco, and marched 
homeward. Thus Green’s tobacco was distrib- 
uted from Maine to Texass and what he re- 
garded asa great calamity soon proved a great 
blessing. When the soldiers, on reaching 
home, had exhausted their supply of 
tobacco, orders, directed to the R. R. 
agent, postmaster, etc., at Durham, began to 
pour in rapidly for more of that tobacco. Mr. 
Green was quick to see his advantage, and im- 
mediately christened his tobacco “Durham,” 
and seleeted the Durham bull as _ his trade- 
mark. And this was the first tobacco manu- 
facturedin Durham branded with the words 
“Durham Smoking Tobacco,” and the first to 
use as a trade-mark “Durham Bull.” No. 
where on the habitable globe is tobacco of such 
fine quality raised—so peculiarly adapted to 
sr.oking purposes—ss is grown in the vicinity 
of Durhrm. It is almost entirely free from 
nitrates and nicotine, and it has become s50 
popular that today, all over the United States, 
the Canadas, South America, Japan, Australia, 
China, etc., it is the acknowledged standard of 
excellence and purity. 

Mr. Green died in 1869, and Messrs. W. T. 
Blackwell & Co. purchased the business. This 
firm put fresh capital, together with keen busi- 
ness sagacity, into the enterprise, and soon 
made it a wonderful success, and today they 
are the largest and most flourishing manufac- 
turers of smoking tobacco in the country. At 
the time of the purchase from Green, the tota! 
force employed in the factory numbered less 
than twelve,and the population of the town 
less than three hundred. Today the firm pays 
annually to the government a revenue tax of 
more than $600,000, manufactures over 5,000,000 
pounds of tobacco annually, and employ about 
one thousand hands. The embryo village of / 
1865 had a population in 1881 of nearly four } 
thousand. The population now exceeds seven 
thousand.

A WIDE-AWAKE, PROSPEROUS PLACE 
BRIGHT FUTURE. 

In all wy rounds through the southI have 
never seen more pleasing evidences of the real 
“new south’ than in Durham. Like most 
places in our section, Durham has lacked capi- 
ta), but with the passage of years, and with 
the determination to do or die, the people 
themselves have amassed considerable means, 
at least enough to get a splendid start toward 
development, and are now rapidly forging 
ahead. One thing noticeable here, and a most 
commendable one, too, is the common spirit of 
vnity everywhere prevailing. Durham is not 
by any means a rich city, but by hearty co-op- 
eration the citizens haye accomplished a most 
remarkable work. When it is remembered 
that a few years ago the town wasa mere sta- 
tion with a handful of people, and no money, 
and that today there is @& popn- 
lation of 7,000, with real personal 
valnes, taxable and non-taxable, worth over 
$7,000,000, same idea may be obtained of Dur- 
hem backbone.It matters not whatis proposed 
here, if it be for the good of Durham, every- 
bedy says, “Put me down for so much,” and 
the enterprise iscarricd through. They seem 
to have caught the “yankee idea” of thrift, 
and already the hum ofa fine cotton factory 
with over 8,000 spindlesand 200 looms is heard, 
besides numerous tobacco factories, cotton and 
woollen mill, supply company, machine works 
and foundries, and electric light company, 
waterworks and other industrial enterprises

taken care of in the old-fashioned, hospitable 
style, and all he hears from the time he arrives 
until he departs, is “Durham is the coming 
place.’ And I see no reason to question faita 
shown by everybody here. They have a fine 
location, good health, good water and a whole 
train load of pluck, Further on in this corre- 
spondence I shall show how one enterprise has 
taught New England a lesson and out-yankied 
the yankee. You can put it down in 
the crown of your hat that this is a 
live town; that it is making money and 
spending it intelligently for the 
benefit of Durham, and that the town outstrip- 
ping this will have to take a ranning start to 
doit. Here is a word picture of Durham in 
paragraphs: 

Tobacco, 

Pluck, 

Brains. 

Industry. 

These four elements form the basis for what 
will undonbtedly make Durham a city of great 
importance. But they do not combine every- 
thing. for there is much more here than tobac- 
co, pluck, brains and industry, as will be seen 
before 1 close.

factory bere in the south) snuff, machinery and 
tobacco bags, salt bags, etc. — 

Again, the town is just beginning to attract 
the attention of the raiiroad men on account of 
our large shipments of freight, and we have 
three new roads in prospect, two of which I 
think will certainly be built this year.” 

‘‘What is the general outlook?” 

“Very bright. We have our streets lighted 
with electricity and our churches, and many 
of our business places, and hope to have our 
waterworks completed by spring: and by 
spring also we hope to have streetcars ruu- 
ning on our principal streets, the contractor 
being a pushing, active gentleman, and during 
the year I expect to see gasworks built and a 
savings bank established. We have at present 
two of the best banks in the state, and there is 
more building going on than I ever saw atthis 
season of the year. I think this is a pretty 
good indication.” 

“How does the Durham tobacco market 
compare with other North Carolina and Vir: 
ginia markets?” 

“In my judgment we have the most stable 
and uniform tobacco marketin either North 
Carolina or Virginia. Danville, Va., selis 
more tobacco than Durham in the course of a 
year, being a much older market, butI don’t 
think Danville gives the satisfaction the year 
round to the planter that Darham does, and 
for the reason that a larger per cent of the to- 
bacco sold upon the Durham market passes 
directly into the hands fof the manufacturer, 
there is less of speculation in tee purchases 
mude upon the Durham market.” 

“In comparison with other tobacco centers, 
how does Durbam rank in point of reputation 
in this country and abroad?” 

“Durham is a3 well and favorably known as 
any marketin the country, both at home and 
abroad, and in some respects, Durham is withb- 
out a peer.” 

“What is the percentage of male working 
population?” 

“From 75 to 80 per cent.” 

“What is the manufactured product of Dar- 
ham’s tobacco business worth in dollars?” 

“Three million and one hundred thousand 
dollars.” 


“What is the general financial condition of 
the city, and what are your most urgent 
needs?” 

“Entirely free from debt. A good system of 
drainage; more and cheaper meney.”’ 

“What is the debt of the city?” 

“The town bas money in the treasury. 
$15,000 bonded debt was voted upon the town 
a year ago for the purpose of erecting a suitable 
public school building, but some of our citizens 
contested the matter and the result is still 
pending,” 


“Give me, then, your opinion on Durham's 
future, comparing the present prosperity with 
the past record.” 

“We are just fairly stepping out of our vil- 
lage swaddling clothes, and within the next 
five years I predict that Durham will donble 
her population. If from the scrub end of an 
old field as a starter we can, you may say, 
within 15 years rjse to sufficient importance to 
attract attention around the civilized world. 
what may we reasonably expect to do with the 
start we now have? With gentlemen from 
New York, Chicago, SanFrancisco, Australia, 
South Africa, London, Shanghai and esewhere 
upon and around the four corners of the earth. 
either journeying direct to Darham to consult 
with her business men, or flashing their 
cablegrams around the _ world to 
find Durham; and Durham, with 
her commercial tourists traveling not 
only through every state and every ter.itory 
n the United States, but going to every country 
that can be reached by either steam or rail; 
and with her interest at home in the hands of 
young men who have astonished themselves at 
the amount of pluck, push and sagacity which 
they have manifested, the future of Darham ig 
assured, Just such pluck, push and sagacity 
as Durham has exhibited, even Howell, Henry 
Grady and their able corps of assistants have 
put into Tax ‘CONSTITUTION’ and succeeded 
in making it one of the abicst, if not the ablost, 
and most successful and enterprising journal 
south of Mason and Dixon's line.

DURHAM'S SITUATION. 

Durbam is situated twenty-six miles west of 
Raleigh, the capital ofthe state, and is the 
outlet to what is known as the golden tobacco 
belt of North Carolina, and, as all the tobacco 
raised in this section finds its way to Durham, 
our factories and warehouses are so situated as 
to command the pick of all offerings. Thir- 
teen years agothere was nothing here buta 
few small shanties, while now there are pala- 
tial buildings devoted to mercantile purposes, 
huge tobacco warehouses and numercus m4n- 
ufactories of that article that are unexcelled. 
The largest factory. in the world 
forthe manufacture of smoking tobacco is 
located here, with a name famous in all 
paits of the globe. Durhamis really the to- 
bacco mart of the state, ard from the nature 
aud value of the crop grown in the immediate 
neighborhood, has strided on and attained the 
very enviable position she vow holds. She 
draws to her market probably the greater part 
of all the tobacco that is grown in the counties 
of Durham, Orange, Person, Caswell, Ala- 
mance and Granville, and known as “bright 
emokeis,,”’ only adapted for smoking tobaccos, 
and from these come the wonderful reputation 
of all such emanating from this place. 

EMPLOYMENT IS OF FERED TO ALL, 

and the capacity of production is limited only 
by the difficulty of procuring labor. (Oppor- 
tunities present themselves on all sides, and 
the amount of money disbursed by the facto- 
ries is something to startle the uninformed. 
Trade is flourishing, and the stores are filled 
with fine goods, all of which find a ready sale. 
The city has a mayor, board of aldermen, po- 
lice, lighted streets and is payed. Darham 
has more paved streets than any other place in 
North Carolina. Fires have occurred, but they 
were a blessing in disguise, as what was once 
low shanties are now brick blocks of two and 
three stories. 

Taxes on real and personal property are 
thirty-five cents on the $100 and $1.05 on the 
poll. Graded school tax twenty cents on the 
$100, and sixty cents on the poll. 

The receipts of cotton in 1883 were thirty- 
five hundred bales, which will be largely in- 
creased in the future, although this section 
is devoted almost exclusively to the cultivation 
of tobacco.

DURHAM FAST DEVELOPING INTO A 
INDUSTRIAL CENTER. 


As Mr. Carr has already stated, the tobacco 
industries alone hereshow yearly a product 
worth $3,100,000. There arenumerous enter- 
prises which swell the total to at least $4,000,000. 
Of course tobacco leads everything, something 
like 15,000,000 to 18,000,000 pounds being sold 
hereannually, worth over $2,000,000. A fair 
estimate of the trade, then, of the city, would 
be as follows:

The city pays yearly in freights over 
$1,000,000, and Durham is the largest shipping 
point on the North Carolina railroad. If the 
banks, railroads,and the items above men- 
ticned are included, the total annual commerce 
of Durbam will not fall short of $10,000,000. 
BLACKWELL’S DURHAM TOBACCO COMPANY, 

No story of Durham would or could be com- 
plete without mentioning Blackwell's Durham 
Tobacco company. 

The manufacture of tobacco takes the lead 
in the industrial vocations of Durham. It is 
said that the warehouses have paid out on an 
average yearly for the last five years to the 
farmers for their tobacco sold here the sum of 
$1.250,000. Besides the tobacco industry there 
are other large manufacturing industries, such 
as wood and woolen mills, Durham Fertilizer 
company, Durham Cotton mills and a large 
snuff manufactory. Added to these establish- 
ments are many others yet in embryo, which 
will be started as soon as the exigencies of the 
times demand it. Ifcapital is looking for in- 
yestment, it can be judiciously used here, cor 
tain to be returned tenfold, and mure than 
likely twenty-five fold. 

BLACKWELL'S DURHAM TOBACCO ©O, 

This is the largest granulated smoking to 
bacco factory in the world. Its capacity is 
8,000,000 pounds per annum and its products 
are sent to every principal market on the 
globe, where their quality is pronounced by 
connoisseurs as being parexcellence. The fac- 
tory bas.a capacity of 250000 pounds per day, 
and the company has paid the government on 
an average more than $600,000 per year in 
taxes, for the last five years. 

This factory is undoubtedly one of the most 
imposing buildings of its character in the state, 
and with.its adjuncts covers over twenty acres 
of ground. Jt is madeof brick and granite 
and is substantial in architectural beauty. It 
hes a frontage of 350 feet, is four stories high 
and 160 feet in length. 

To gain some idea regarding the immense 
bnsiness of this concern I may here state that 
in four consecutive years they paid to the gov- 
ernment $2,076,665.51 for stamps on the gena- 
ine Bull Durham tobacco. About 1,209 cases of 
twenty-five pounds each are shipped daily, with 
20,000 pounds allowed to a car-load, and thoss 
shipments go to all parts of the world, gaining 
in favor and reputation yearly. They employ 
nearly 1,000 hands. The company use 11\,- 
000 yards of cloth a month for sacking their 
tobacco, ora total of 1,400,000 yards per annum. 

During the year 1883 this company mana- 

factured intosmoking tebacco and cigarettes 
about 5.000.000 pounds of tobacco, as follows:

Thus it will be seen that this factory has 
been one of the most important industries in 
the building up of Durham, for wherever you 
may go either infthe new or the old world. you 
will be apt to see the conspicuous sign of the 
Durham Bnil drawing trade from ali points of 
the compass. 

To Mr. Julian 8. Carr, the indefatigable and 
courteous president of the company, is due the 
credit of pushing this great tobacco indastry 
before the world. Heisa born manager. prozres:- 
ive in spirit, courteous in business and witha! 
one of our foremest business men and finan viers 
of ihe oid north state. 

W. DUKE, SONS & €9. 

Out of 193,000,000 increase in 1886in the 
manufacture of cigarettes, Duke's fac ory had 
105,000,000 of the increase. They have a mid- 
up capital of 3250000, and turn out a tobacco 
product worth $1,000 000, having a cap:city of 
$2,000,000. They handle yearly 1,500 
pounds of leaf tobaeco. Last year they sold 
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fn Durham alone cover 105,000 square feet of 
floor spece. They have fifteen Bousack cigar- 
ette machines thatturn ont 200 cigarettesa min- 
ute, or equal to the work of 1,200 hands. They 
Lave grown from very modest beginnings to be 
emong the largest and most successful manu- 
facturers of Dusham. The humble peddler of 
manufactured tobacco, ruined by the war, and 
com pelled for subsistence to travel through the 
country selling from.his wagon the small steck 
drawn by a pairof mules, all the ravages of 
war bad left him, now presides over next to 
the largest business in the place. 

Mr. W. Duke began the mannfacture of smok- 
ing tobacco in the vicinity .of Durbamin the 
fall of the year’1865, removing to Durham dur- 
ing 1872 or 1573. ‘Prospering by his transfer 
of jecality, his business has expanded, *requir- 
ing increase of room and facilities for mann- 
facture. The trade of this house extends 
throughout the United States, unconfined by 
section. Some shipments are made to London, 
and some to Cape Town, in Africa. The stock 
is bought altogether on the Durham market. 

The main building is a handsome brick 
structure, 200x50 feet, 4} stories high, with 
five large warehouses, The monthly pay roll 
is $25,000, or $1,000 aday. Mr. J. B. Duke, a 
young man of thirty, a ‘tobacco 
Napoleon, is president, Mr. B. 
N. Duke is vice-president, and Mr. George 

W. Watts secretary and treasurer. The com- 
peny’s.export trade is very large and covers 
the world. They have built a fine church for 
their operatives, and have a Sunday-school 
with 3230 pupils. The Washington factory 
makes nothing but paper mouth pieces for ci- 
garettes. 
THE LYON BRAND, 

Lyon & Co., with Mr. E, J. Parish as man- 
ager, make the celebrated “Pride of Durham” 
smoking tobacco. Mr. Parish is a born tobacco 
mav,and Jast year handled 5,000,000 pounds 
out of the 15,000,000 pounds sold in Durham. 
Recently he tock charge of Lyon & Co.’s tobae- 
co factory and is going to make it the peer of 
any intheland. They have secured the right 
to display their advertising cards on all the 
elevated railroads in New York city, and are 
rapidly forging ahead in the tobacco manufac- 
turing industry. 

R F. MORRIS & SON MANUFACTURING (0. 
were the real pioneers of tobacco manufacture 
in Durham, while J. R. Green was the origina- 
tor of the brand that first gaveiteelebrity. R. 
F. Morris Son began their manufacture in 
1665, continuing it until the death of the senior 
pariner, when a transfer was made, and the 
business is now conducted by W. H. Willard as 
president and 8, F. Tomlinson as superintend- 
ent. The principal brand of this house is the 
“Bear,” a granulated smoking tobacco of good 
repute which has an extensive general demand. 

This house is also a Jarge manufacturer of 
Scotch snuff, the only one of the kind in the 
state,and sustain their claim to make an article 
prepared with great care and skill, and free 
from adulterations prejudicial to health, and is 
made from pure clean stock, selected with 
careful reference to a good quality of snuff, 
A higher grade, Maccaboy, is also made, and 
both of them are in large demand. 

THE ‘BOBBIN AND SHUTTLE MILLS, 

If a man desire to see New England in the 
south, a visit to the Durham Bobbin and Shut- 
tie mills will give the opportunity. The man- 
agers have taught the New England manu fac- 
turer that he has no longer a monopoly on cot- 
ton and woolen mill supplies. For a long time 
the east enjoyed a monopoly in this line, but 
Mr. Angier, the president of the Durham com- 
pany, went north, took in the situation, and 
brought away a first-class man, Mr. W. O. New- 
ton, superintendent, and established a first- 
class supply mill for making shuttles, bobbins. 
and gencral cotton and woolen mill supplies. 
The company is stocked at $50,000, and have a 
yearly capacity of $100,000, I 
have seen no industry in = the 
south more valuable than this, and 
itisone of the completest in the country. 
The wood used in making bobbins and shuttles 
is all obtained in North Carolina. About 100 
hands are given employment, and I am giad to 
say the southern mills are generally patroniz- 
ing the Durham enterprise. Atlanta and 
other Georgia mills have placed good orders 
there lately, and Mr. Angier tells me the busi- 
ness is growing rapidly. The buildings are of 
brick, 50 by 100 feet, two stories, with an 
“T/’ 30 by 50, two stories. The drying houses, 
engines, ctc., are all first class, and 
the work turned out cannot be surpassed in 
the country, equaling the best turned out by 
the oldest New Engiand cotton mill supply 
manufacturers. Mr. Angier has scored another 
brilliant victory for the south and deserves all 
honor, | 

DURHAM FERTILIZER CO. 

This company has a capital of $75,000, with 
an annual product of $100,000. They work 
fifty hands. Mr.S.T. Morgan is president, 
with Colonel Engene Morehead and William 
Morgan associated. The goods are equal to the 
best. 

BANK OF DU RHAM, 

The banking facilities of Durham are good, 
but might be enlarged with great bonefit to 
the city. There are now two banks. The. 
hank of Darham is owned by Colonel W. T 
Blackwell, president. Mr. A. P.Wiley, an able 
financier, is vice president, with Mr. W.S.Holli- 
burton, assistant cashier and teller. The ecap- 
ital is $50,000, with individual responsibilities 
of $500,000. The bank hasa surplus of $309,- 
CCO. The discount last year amounted to 
$1,600,000, 

MOREHEADS BANK 

asa capital of $100,000. Colonel Eagene 
Morehead is president, with Mr.W.M. Morgan 
cashier, Mr. G.S. Watts, of Baltimore, is a 
partner, and the bank’s individual responsi- 
bilities are $200,000 or more. The business 
was started in 1878, and is the oldest bank in 
Durham, being the financial agents for the 
three largest warehouses in the city. 

COTION MANUFACTURING COMPANY. 

This important industry of the city, al- 
though not as Jarge as some other interests, is 
very essential in the growth of the town. The 
company manufactures fine brown sheetings, 
striped and plain chambrays. The capital in- 
volved to carry on the business is $150,000, and 
has a yearly product of that amount. In the 
mill there are 220 hands employed who run 
8,568 spindles and 200 looms. The firm uses 
a Corliss engine, which is 300 horse power. 
The product of the works are sold throughout 
the United States. The officers are J. M. 
Odell, of Concord, N. C., president, and W. H. 
Bronson, secretary and treasurer. 

ELECTRIC LIGHT COMPANY. 

The city of Durham is lighted by the Dar- 
ham Electric Lighting company on contract, 
and there are twenty-one arc lights used, 
which furnish a good light for the 
city. The system used is the 
Thompson, and distributes incandescent 
lights from the same dynamos. The company 
has an invested ¢apital of $10,000, and will 
double on reception of new machinery. The 
president of the concern is J. 8S. Carr; 
W. Duke, vice-president,and George W. Watts, 
secretary and treasurer. 

THE NEW STREET RAILWAY COMPANY. 

One of the most important enterprises of 
any city is a street railway, and as Durham is 
repidjy making strides to become one of the 
cities of North Carolina,a company has been 
formed, composed of the leading business men 
of the town, as the following officers will 
show: W. T. Blackwell.president; J. S. Carr,vice- 
presiden t,and R. D. Biacknal!l, secretary and 
treasurer. The capital that has been paidfin is 
$10,000. Thecontracts now let are for two 
miles of read, and will extend to all parts of 
the city. The cars to be used are of the best 
and latest make, and are the most elegant and 
beautiful, as well as comfortable, in the south. 
They will commence ronning at once. 

THE DURHAM WATER COMPANY, 
of which Mr. Eugene Morehead is president, 
W. F. Ellis, jr., vice president, and A. H. How- 
Jend secretary and engineer, hasa capital of 
$125,000, and has already expended, in making 
sirangements, $68.000. The company will lay 
seven and one-half miles of water main in the 
city and seven miles of main on the outside, 
making in all 14) miles of pipe. The 
water will come from branch of 
the Eno river, which is seven miles from town, 
and will be pumped by a distributing reservoir 
which holes nearly 4,000,000 gallons, from 
which the city will be supplied by gravity.

THE LATE FORTY-NINTH. 


How Congress Rushed Matters in its Last 
Hours, 

Wasnincton, March 5.—Acting Secretary 
Fairchild has suspended action in regard to the 
redemption of trade dollars fora few days. 
He is not exactly satisfied with the proposed 
plan to confine redemption to New York and 
San Francisco, and hopes to be able to devise a 
plan for prompt redemption in all cities where 
there are sub-treasuries. Regulations to gov- 
ern the matter will probably be issued on Mon- 
day. 

The aggregate of appropriation bills passed 
by the 49th congress is about $250,000,000. The 
total is exclusive of sums appropriated by the 
river and harbor and deficiency appropriation 
bills, which failed of enactment. The appro- 

riations for the current fiscal year aggregate 
$284,000,000, which appropriations have been 
equaled by the appropriations voted by the last 
congress, had two bills mentioned become laws, 

Some idea of the manner in which the forty- 
ninth congress wound up its work may be 
found in the declaration of a member of long 
experience, that the Record revealed the fact 

that one-quarter of the legislation of the ses- 
sion had been enacted in tie last few legisla- 
tive days. An enrolling clerk of twelve years’ 
experience, sald that never in that length of | 
time had he witnessed the haste exhibited in 
the last twenty-four hours of the congress 
which has just expired.

HE WOULD NOT SIGN IT. 


President Cleveland Asked to Put His Sig- 
nature to the River and Harbor Bill. 

WASHINGTON, March 5,.--An effort has been 
made, since the adjournment of congress, to 
induce the president to sign the river and 
harbor bill, and those interested in securing ¢ 
this action assert that there is nothing in the } 
constitution to prevent his doing so now, if he 
is so disposed. Several members of congress, 
including Representatives Willis and Dibble, 
are of the opinion that he has the power and 
have endeavored to persuade him to sign the 
bill. Mr. Willis said today that there was 
nothing in the constitution which 
provided that the president should 
sign a bill before twelve o'clock 
on the 4th of March, er that he should report 
the fact of his signature to the house. The only 
provision with relation to bills not signed before 
the expiration” of congress, he said, was that | 
the ten days limit should not operate to make | 
a measure become a law. He called on the 
president today and suggested to him that he 
sign the bill now, unless he objected to its pro- 
visions. The president informed him that he 
could not do so, as he was fully convinced that 
his constitutional power to sign or veto acts of 
congress expired with the adjournment of that 
body. Attorney General Garland agreed en- 
tirely with the president on this question.

The Governor of Sonora Orders the Surren- 
der of Lieutenant Guitterez. 


 NoGAes, A. T., March 5.—Governor Torres, 
of Sonora, Mex., and staff, accompanied by 
Colovel Arvizu, arrived this morning from 
Hermossillo. Governor Torres, on learning 
the particulars of the affairfof Thursday, cen- 
surcd tho Mexican consul, Senor Lobediell, in 
unmeasured terms for not delivering |.ieuten- 
ant Guitterez, who led €the soldiers in the at- 
tack on the Americans, to the Americin au- 
thorities immediately. Colgnel Arviza, in 
order to clear himself, stated to Governor Tor- 
res that the Americans were at fault, where- 
ion the governor said: 
Meorhe Americars are not in fault. They 
were notin Mexico fighting you. What busi- 
ness had vour soldiers in the United Szates,

Managed. 
New York, March _ 5.--[{Special.]—The 
County Medical society has investigated the 
cubject of fakir-doctors, as those practicers of 
medicine are called who travel with the In- 
dian camps. They arerarely licensed physi- 
cians, and the idea vow is to save the country 
from their unskilled operations. It is found 
thet over a hundred camps are being fitted out 
from three concerns in this city for 
the ensuing season. Each party consists 
of half a dozen genuine Indians, about as many 
white performers and a medicine lecturer. 
The outfit consists of a stage, dressing room 
and doctors tents, Indian tepees, boxes of fire- 
works, pamphlets, circulars and books of as- 
tounding fiction about the wonderful medical 
discoveries of the Indians, who are pictured 
boiling herbs. The remedies are being made 
hy the hogshead for the campaign. The 
manager of one concern said to the investigator 
who pretended that he desired employment as 
a doctor: 
you do not need a diploma. You just talk 
up Indian remedies to the crowds. If a coun- 
tryman comes in and says he i3 ailing, the 
goctor sells him a bottle of bitters, or liniment, 
or a box of salve, and tells him that is what 
be needs. Any man who has had experience 
in lecturing will do. He can listen to one of 
our men a few times and pick up all that is 
necessary. We pay from $15 to $25 a week and 
traveling expenses, but no board. Inthe sum- 
mer, when the companies camp out, the white 
people can club together and live very cheaply. 
“The Indians have nothing to do but sing and 
dance, and that is fun for them. Most of the 
time they lie around and smoke, and they en- 
joy leafing. Most of them are Pawness from 
the reservation, although we have a few Sioux. 
We get permission from the interior depart- 
ment,we hire them, and the agent at the reser- 
vation send them to us. We are responsible 
for them and must send them back whenever 
they want to gohome. It gives them a chance 
to see civilized life, and it is not very difficult 
to get them. : 
Once in a while a Pawnee gets homesick as 
soon as he arrives and doesn't want to travel 
asa Kickapoo with the show, and then we 
have to pay bis fare back and lose money on 
him; but generally they stay with us. The 
business is a good one, because most people— 
country people;particularly—have a notion that 
Indians must know the secrets of nature and 
can cure anything with herbs, and they will 
buy Indian medicines for that reason. We 
send out Indians because they will always draw 
the crowds. The performers give a free show 
to keep the crowds, and then the lecturers talk 
medicine to them.”

Laborers Aitacked and Robbed of Their | 
Earnings—Several Murders Committed, 
Mempuis, March 5.—Information obtained | 
from steamboat men shows a bad state of affairs 
down the river, between this city and Arkansas 
City. In this district hundreds of men, mostly | 
whites, are engaged in Jeyee work forthe govern- | 
ment and the state of Mississippi. These men are | 
paid off weekly, and every pay day some of them | 
go to the jandings to await a steamerfor Memphis. | 
These Jandings are often isolated, and gangs of | 
negro river pirates and thieves watch them and | 
assault the laborers, rob them of their money, and | 
it is estimated that no less than twenty murders | 
bave been committed through the winter by these | 
outlaws and at least one hundred instances of rob- | 
bery.

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AN ELECTRIC MAN. 


The Uncomfortable Condition of qa New 


Mexican--Shocking Results. 


R. W. Shufeldt writes to Science from Fort 
Wingate, New Mexico: “‘At one time it was very 
hard for me to believe, indeed, that any person 
living possessed such a power as being able to 
shuffie across the carpet of aroom and light the 
gas‘as it issued from the jet of the burner by sim~- 
ply touching it withthe tip of one finger.

Before the tipof my 
index finger touched it, by a distanceof fully a 
centimetre, there was displayed in the intervening 
space a brilliant electric flash, accompanied by a 
report that could be distinctly heard in the adjoin- 
ing room above ordinary conversation. The ex-

Two More New York Husband Killers Who 
May be Hanged.

It is not unlikely that Governor Hill will, in 
ashort time, have another application to dispose of 
in the case of a woman convicted of murder in the 
first degree. Mary Wileman was convicted in Cat- 
taraveus county,in March, 1586, of the crime of 
murder in the first degree in havirgcaused the 
death of her husband by administering poison to 
him by means of a pumpkin pie which she had 
specially prepared for him.

Her lover, Antonio 
d’Andrea, is indicted for complicity inthe shoot- 
ing. The woman’s husband went to her room Oc- 
tober 20,and threatened her. After he left the 
room she took a 38calibre revolyerand followed 
him, Itwasthen nearly noon and many persons

“You see, he’s from 
Springfield, Mass. I have learned in this business 
that you can’t place a man by his looks. I have 
seen a Texan comein here who looked like a 
down-east yankee, and I have seen pine tree ci'i- 
zens whol would have taken my oath were ranch- 
men of the west until they registered. I can gen- 
erally spot a Boston business man the instant he 
comes and takes a pen to register, but I can’t tell 
how, and there is a peculiar kind of seif-assertive- 
ness that stamps the Chicsgo hustler. 

“But I haye an infallible locality test now which 
I have learned by experience. I can tell a yankee; 
or at least one brought up among yankees, by his 
pronunciation, or rather lack of pronunciation, of 
letterr.

A true 
New Yorker never slurs his r’s, while in Pennsyl- 
vgnia and all through the west this letter is even 
too prominently trilled. A genuine Pennsylvan- 
ian will roll his r’slikea Frenchman. There isa 
peculiar and never-failing test of anative New 


Yorker as well as natives within fifty miles of New: 


York, and that isan apparent inability to pro- 
nounce properly the letters wh. Instead of why 
these people say y like this: ‘Y, sir, w'en are you 
goin’? or, ‘thatis avery yte house,’ for white 
house, or ‘warr are you going” for where; who is 
‘hoo,’ and what ‘wat.’ A teacherin Columbia ¢ol- 
lege, to whom I spoke of this one day, said that he 
had noticed it, and thought it showed the effect of 
the early Dutch settlement of New York, as the 
Dutch were not able to pronounce the diphthong 
wh. A western man always says that he ‘couldn't

EPISODE IN NAPOLEON’S LIFE, 


liow He Rewarded a Courageous Act of a 
Stranger. 


Napoleon having determined upon his plan 
to invade England, concentrated a formidable army 
at Boulogne, Flance, Thisarmy, which took the 
neme of “The Grand Army,’ oceupied two camps 
on the cliff, one on the right side of the port called 
the Right Camp, or Camp of Ambletense; the other 
on the left, called the Left Camp, or Camp of Equi- 
hen. The port of Boulogne being so very small 
and uot offering a safetshelter, Napoleon built 
hastily at Ambletense a wooden port, and placed 
his fleet there. The fleet was composed of lafge 
flat boats, provided with cannon, and used for 
transporting the troops. Napoleon tried once to 
disembark in England, but very soon after quitting 
the port of Ambletense, a violent storm began to 
rage, and the fleet was obliged to return, after 
having sustained much damage. The emperor did 
nct relinquish his plan, but determined to wait 
until the weather would permit him to make 
another attempt. But England, who wished at 
any price to prevent this invasion, caused Ger- 
many to declare war against France, and Napoleon 
was obliged to quit Boulogne and gointo Germany. 

During the sojourn of the emperor at Boulogne 
the following fact occurred: A young English 
sailor, or war prisoner, after a great deal ofjpatience 
and perseverance, had constructed a kind of small 


hoat from a few pieccs of wood and nails picked up 
from time to time turougn” wie camp: 


every day, in orderto work upon it, to a cave in 
the rocks, which he had discovered on the coast, 
and which he made his hiding place. 

When his boat was finished he took advantage of 
a dark night, deserted his camp, went tothe rock, 
end placing his boat, with the two oars, on his 
thoulders, started towards the sea. But atthe very 
moment that he was to embark he was arrested by 
the guard of the coast. The newsof this attempt 
atescape did not take long in reaching head- 
quarters and the emperor. Napoleon immediately 
gave orders that the prisoner and his boat should 
be kept until morning at the place where the at- 
tempt was made. At daybreak the emperor, ac- 
companied by several generals. betook himself to 
the spot and closely examined the badly built im- 
provised boat, which did not weigh eighty pounds, 
including the oars; then with a smile of pity he ap- 
proached the prisoner and said to himin English, 
with a gentle tone: ‘How can it be, my dear boy, 
that you attempt to crossso dangerous a channel 
in such a walnut shell?” The prisener dropped his 
eyes and did notreply. The emperor continued: 
‘For what great reason is it, then, that you brave 
an almost certain death?’’ The prisoner replied to 
him: “Sire, Iloye my country, and lam willing 
to die for it.’’ 

The emperor was much touched by this response, 
and replied: ‘“‘A brave man such as you areis 
worthy to return to his country, and for your 
courage I give you your lilerty.’”’ Then taking 
from his pocket a purse and giving it tothe 
prisoner, he said: ‘Holland is very near; get into 
one of her ports and go to tag home.” 

Then addressing himself to his generals, he said : 
“Gentlemen, be witness to this courageous act, and 
remember it.”’ 

The prisoner, who expected only to be shot as a 
deserter, wasso astonished and moved at so mnch 
mercy, that he fell upon his knees at the feet of the 
emperor and shed tears of joy.

AWAY WITH THE CAR STOVES. 


More Coal Stoves on Central Vermont 
Cars. 
From the Springfield, Mass., Republican. 
President J. Gregory Smith, of the Central 
Vermont railroad, talked interestingly Thursday to 
a Poston Journal correspondent who called upon 
him to see what the management of his road was 
doing in the way of adopting a better system of car 
heating. Ex-Governor Smith said 

The managers of the road have given the subject 
of car-heating careful consideration since their re- 
turn from Hartford, and experiments have heen in 
progress yey | the past week ai the company’s 
shops here with a view of ascertaining the best 
method of warming cars. The relative merits of 
hot air and steam-heating ne A rage are being test- 
ed with a view of adopting the safest system. The 
managers clored a contract today with R. G. Chase, 
of West Medford, Mass , for equipping a train with 
the Williams system ofcar-heating with steam from 
the engine. The William’s plan has been carefully 
examined by the managers. It was decided to 
make a —— test ofthe system, and in order 
todo so, we have ordered the local nger 
trains Nos. 5, § and 59, running between St. Albans 
one White River junction, to be equipped with this 
system. 

By the Williams system the tteam pipes on each 
side of the car are connected by a flexible hose and 
coupling with the steam pipes on the same side of 
the cars preceding and following, and the forward 
car in a similar manner to the engine. At the rear 
end of the rear car the two lines of stam pipes are 
counected. This makes acomplete cireuit of pipe 
from the engine, down through one side ofthe 
whole train of cars and back through the opposite 
side to the tender, where the pipe passes throngh 
the water in the tank to an air-pump placed on the

AN IMPENDING PES?D. 


Enormous Mischief of English Rabbits in 
Australia--This Country Threatened, 
From an Exchange. 

A eurious question relating to the importa- 
tion of anima!s was recently referred, it i¢said, 
to the treasury department by the president. 
Some weeks ago the Hion. Cassius M. Clay, of 
Kentucky, wrote to Mr. Cleveland that there 
‘was then at sea, bound to this country, acargo 
of English and Australian rabbits. He declared 
that the United States would suffer more from 
the importation of these animals thanit would 
if cholera and pleuro-pneumonia should pre- 
yail frcm one end of the country to the other, 
The treasury department found no law under 
which rabbits could be exeluded, and it is re- 
ported that the protest has been sent to the 
ways and means committee. 

he-same question has engaged the attention 
of the agricultural departmeut, which has re- 
ceived many letters of inquiry or protest, and 
Commissioner Colman has prepared for the tn- 
formation of the public a statement in which 
he says that while there is no law empowering 
ancilicer of the government to exclude im- 
ported rabbits, the power to do so might easily 
be given to his department by act of congress. 
- But the commissioner apparently does not 
know that living rabbits from abroad have al- 
“ready been brought into this countr7. 

The rabbits to which Mr. Clay referred were 
imported by J. L.. Morris, of Louisiana, who 
prepceses to stock his large estate in Tangipahoa 
parish with pheasants, rabbits and other game 
from England. Two cargoes havealieady been 
received by him, and anotheris said to be oa the 
way. Therabbits that have been placed on 
Mr. Morris’s farm are doing well and multiply- 
ing rapidlr. 

Probably Mr. Clay had in mind the very 
serious injury caused by the importation of 
English rabbits into Australia and New 7Zea- 
land. The stories told about the rabbit plazne 
in those countries would be almost incrediblo 
to thepeople of America if they were not 
supported by official statistics that cannot be 
questioned. Twenty-five years azo landed 
proprietor in the western district of Victoria, 
imported from England a pair of rabbits. To- 
day the governments of all the Australian 
colonies are spending large sums of money 
every year in a vain attempt to preserve great 
areas of agricultural land from the ravages of 
the descend ants of this pair. As much as $120,-

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PIZARRO AND ATAHUALPA. 


The Son of the Sun no Match for the Spa.- 
ish Conqueror, 


Though often told, the story of the conquest 
of Peru possesses still all the interest insepara- 
ble from an event which has no counterpart in 
history, and is only paralleled in fiction by the 
war of the angels if I light with the angels of 
darkness in Milton’s Paradise Lost. In his his- 
tory of Central America Herbert Howe Ban- 
croft has taken up the subject and givea the 
facts of the bloody drama without exaggera- 
tion. This account is chiefly upon the 
o!d Spanish and Dutch chronicles of the con- 
temporaries of the Emperor of Charles V. of 
Germany, who ruled over most of the Old and 
New World. | 

By treachery Atahualpa, the emperor of the 
great and civilized Peruvian nation, was <le- 
coyed from his encampment of 90,000 men to 
visit, with a body of aaarmed follo veri, Pizar- 
ro, who, with his 170 blood-thirsty Christia™ 
cavaliers, had arranged a death-trap within the 
high-walled plaza of Coxamalca. On the lord- 
ly Inca’s arrival, borne on his golden chair of 
state, 5,000 of his attendants were butchered 
within half an hour and the Inca himself was 
made prisoner. The blow fell so suddenly that 
the Inca did not realize his situation; he 
thoughtitanaffray of the hour; the ides of his 
subjugation did not occurto him. Heattended 
the banquet that had already been spread for 
him before the massacre and praised the skill 
with which the bloody work was done. The 
Peruvians were powerless and helpless, while 
the sacred person of their Inca was a prisoner, 
and they made no effort to rescue their chief. 
Thirty mounted Spaniards were strong enough 
t> scatter the vast imperial army and tv :ifle 
their encampment. While Pizarro prea*hed 
Christianity to his chained captive, his so. liers 
were out gold-gathering, desecrating Pert \ian 
temples, killing the men and outragin« the 
women. The Spaniards quickiy discovered that 
the wealth of the country far exceeded teir 
wildest dreams, and soon gold and silver ¢ -na- 
ments and utensils were heaped upin a ¢-eat 
pile in the plaza. 

Atahualpa quickly perceived that ne her 
loyalty to the Spanish crown nor their vi. :!ted 
piety was the ruling passion of his cong! ors, 
but that it was their greed for gold. H»rein 
was a ray of hope for him: for asthedays went 
by a dark suspicion had filled his mind tb :t his 
captors were perfidiously plotting evil t vard 
him. He called Pizarro to himand said, ‘The 
affairs of my kingdom demand my att ‘ion. 

If gold will satisfy you, I will cover th:. Joor 
with vessels of solid gold, so you but gr.u':* me 
my freedom.” Pizarro made no reply, a: ‘ the 
Spaniards threw an incredulous glance ar und 
the apartment; the room was 22 feet in | ogth 
and 16 in width. Inferring from this s:::ace 
that the ransom was too small, and distr« ised 
at the prospect of long confinement, h ex- 
claimed: ‘Nay, I will fill the room as hi.‘ as 
you can reach with gold, if vou willletme :o,” 
and he stepped to the wall and ont toe 
stretched his arm and mark nine feet abov: .Le 
floor. Still his tormenters were silent, a..i af 
last be burst out excitedly: “And if that is not 
enough, I will fill that room twice full » ich 
silver,” pointing to asmaller apartment ad). in- 
ing, The proposal wasacccpted; for which the 
infamous Pizarro never for a moment intended 
that the Inca should pass from his hands alive, 
still this was the quickest and easiest way of 
gathering the wealth of the empire, The 
friendship of the Inca was to crown 
this visionary ransom, and two months 
were allowed him to gather the enormous 
treasure. The Inca at once sent out messen- 
gers in every direction to gather and bring in 
gold and silver articles with the least possible 
delay. All governors and subalterns were 
urged to use the utmost alacrity in executing 
the order. 

Meanwhile these Spanish pirates were mis- 
ters of the situation: each beastly boor of them 
was a lord, waited upon by male and female 
attendants. They drank trom vessels of gold 
and placed on their horses’ feet shoes of silver. 
Small parties of them raided the country in 
every direction; three soldiers, it is said, were 
sent by Pizarro to Cuzco, under the Inca’s pro- 
tection, where after desecrating the temples 
and violating the sacred virgins they secured 
such a mass of gold and silver that nine In- 
dians were required to bring itin. The influx 
of gold at first was” rapid, but it soon fell off; 
and unfortunately for the Inca much of it was 
in flat plates, which increased the bulk slowly. 
As time passed the gold came in still more 
slowly, for the natives began to hide it. This 
sorely displeased the Spaniards,and they desired 
the Inca’s death so that they could rob and pil- 
lage without waiting longer for him to gather 
for them. -But first they determined to melt 
down and divide what they had. Native arti- 
caus were put to this task, and they were occu- 
pied more than a month in running into bars 
the immense mass of gold and silver collected: 
it was equal in purchasing power to more than 
$20,000,000 at the present day. 

When the robbers came to divide their spoil, 
Pizarro—the man of illegitimate birth, who 
had been abandoned as a babe by his mother, 
and taken by a swineheard and reared by suck- 
ing a sow— seated himself in the imperial, gol- 
denchair of the Inca, and said: “It is the most 
solemn responsibility of my life, and may God 
help me to deal justly with every man.” He 
then proceeded to give himself the lion’s share 
and to distribute the remainder at his pleasure 
among his followers. Then Pizarro was ready 
to dispose of the Inca, for he was ambitious to 
pursue his ambitious schemes of conquest. He 
seated himself, with one of his associates, as 
judge of the high crimes of his captive. Fatal 
indictments were easily framed against the 
Inca. He was charged with attempted insur- 
rection, usurpation, idolatry, waging uvjast 
warfare, adultery, polygamy, and the embez- 
ziement of the public revenues since the Span- 
iards had taken possession of the country. 
Thus did these Christians pursue their diaoli- 
cal scheme under the form of law and justice, 
trumping up charges of which everyone of the 
Spaniards was guilty in a ten-fold degree since 
they entered Peru. For the verdict the opin- 
ion of the soldiers was taken, and the inca was 
condemned to be burned alive in the plaza. 
Nightfall was the appointed hour for his death 
and the royal captive was led forthin chains 
into the dismal glare of the torch-lights which 
flamed about the stake. By Atahualpa’s side 
walked a priest who unceasingly poured his 
hateful consolations into the unwilling ears of 
the victim, who was informed when he stood 
upon the funeral pile that they would kindly 
strangle instead of burning him if he would 
accept baptism. Thinking that this meaning- 
less rite would bea cheap esoape from much 
suffering, the monarch allowed the ceremony 
to be performed. The Christians then recited 
their credos over the new convert as the tight- 
ening iron collar of the garrote liberated his 
soul from misery.

A Battle With Peccaries. 

The peccaries of Sonth America are formida- 
ble. because they attack their enemies in large 
bodies, and with great vigorand bravery. The 
method and skill of their charges suggests that 
they are led by chiefs skillful enough in preda- 
tory warfare to direct the surrounding and de- 
struction of a powerful jaguar. The object to 
be stormed—for they win by repeated charzes — 
is surrounded in silence by acircle of hun- 
dreds of peccaries. Ata given signal a simul- 
taneous snapping of teeth takes place, which 
is followed by a converging rash towards the 
center. Thelarg*st and strongest reach the 
front first, and the smallest and weakest bring 
up the rear, Those in frout are pushed on by 
the mass in the rear, so that the enemy is con- 
stantly confronted by a rank of foes, no matter 
how many he may have disabled. 

An English engineer, while surveying a 
Brazilian forest for a railway route, encounter- 
ed a herd ef peccaries one night, and with dif- 
ficulty drovethem off. His narrative, which 
we condense, exhibits the bravery of these 
wild pigs. 

One day heand his party came upon a mo- 
rass, the furrowed ground, trodden grass, tur- 
bid pools, and pig-sty ordor of which indicated 
that it was the headquarters of allthe pecca 
ries in the neigaborhcod. But not a pig was 
to be seen. 

The camp was fortified. In the night there 
came an alarm, Suddenly, from all around, 
rose the sound of simultaneous snapping of 
teeth, and then came the charge of hundreds 
of black animals, rushing toward the fort. 

Under the hammocks and around the fort 
was a surging mass of peccaries, pushing to 
the front, where the men in the fort, having 
fired off their guns. were hacking and thrust- 
ing, with their long knives and bill-hooks, at 
hundreds of pigs struggling to climb up the 
smooth surface of the hides. 

Guns were discharged from the hammocks, 
and then the occupants reached down and 
slashed with their knives at the swarming 
pigs below. 

One pig after another was cut down by the 
men in the fort, but others, impelled by those 
inthe rear, threw themselves against the 
hides, and ripped them up with their sharp 
tusks. 

The pigs under the hammocks jumped to 
reach them, and failing, gashed the tree to 
which they were tiod. 

Saddenly the attack ceased. The animals 
had silently withdrawn. Then, without a 
moment’s warning, save the crash of teeth 
came another wild charge, and the fight was 
renewed. Again the pigs drew off, and again 
they renewed the battle. Seven times “they 
charged during the night, and not until day- 
bieak was the last grunt heard.

VALUE OF FERTILIZERS, 


A Bulletin Issued by the State Department 
of Agriculture, 


The department of agriculturehas just is- 
sued its bulletin, containing the analyses and 
commercial values of commercial fertilizers 
and chemicals, inspected, analyzed and admit- 
ted to sale in Georgia during the season up to 
February 19th last. The statement is made 
that the usual correspondence has shown no 
material change in the market value or the 
valuable ingredients of fertilizers since last 
season. Therefore, the scale of elemental val- 
ues will remain the same as that of the season 
of 1885-6, as follows:

These three elements are all that are taken 
into account in estimating the value of a fertil- 
iver. The commercialivalue of any fertilizer will 
therefore depend on the amount and relative 
proportion of these elements that are found 
by analysisto be present in the fertilizer. 
The record of 254 analyses are contained in 
the bulletin, showing also by whom and where 
each brand was manufactured, and for whom 
the inspection was mado. 

The next bulletin, which will be issued early 
in April, will be of more than ordinary inter- 
est from the fact thatit will contain the 
analyses of special samples drawn from 
trade packages in the interior of the state, and 
in many cases from packages after they had 
gone intothe hands of the farmers, 

There has been an active movement of fer- 
tilizers throughout the state thus tar this sea- 
son, and from present indications the amount 
used will compare favorably with that of last 
season,

In the, case of Dougherty county’s tax 
collector the {contest was very 
recently withdrawn and a commission issued 
to Tom A. Clayton, who has not since had the 
necessary time to make and file his official 
bond. 

The tax receiver of Putnam county executed 
a bond within the time required by law, and 
the county commissioners forwarded it 
to the executive department, but 
it was returned for the official 
seal, In two or three other cases similar ac- 
tion was taken. 

In Newton county the collector refused to 
qualify on account of ill health, and a new 
election will have to be held. 

The governor will on Monday issue an order 
ealling on all of these defaulting 
parties, unless their bonds are _ filed 
within ten days, to show cause why the offices 
should not be declared vacant anda new elec- 
tion ordered.

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BROW N’S TESTS OF MIND-READING 
LAST NIGHT. 


How They Astonished ai Immexse Audience—Tae 
Mind-Readcr Discovers a Murderer, His 
Dagacr aid Mis Victim Other Incom- 
prehensible Feats Performed.

Professor Brown’s mind-reading powers were 
tried last night by the most rigid of uli crite- 
rions—a practical] test. 

And the test was made inthe presence of a 
vast assembly, composed of the best peop'e in 
Atlanta. All professions and trades were rep- 
resented. The preacher was there. The phy- 
sician wasthere. The lawyer wasthere. The 
man of science was there. The tradesman wags 
there. The artisan was there. And shoals of 
beautiful women were there. In the crowd 
were skeptics and believers—-some who placed 
no confidence in Mr. Brown's professions; oth- 
ers whoimplicitly relied upon his ability to do 
all he professed to be able to perform. 

lt is doubtfal whether Mr. Brown ever faced 
a wore intelligent audience than that which 
confronted him last night at DeGive’s opera 
house. irae 

He began his performance in bis usual way. 
After the prefatory little speech, in which he 
said that he had been from boyhood conscious 
of possessing the power of mind reading and 
yet was utterly powerless to explain it to the 
audience, he asked that a committee of six 
well known citizens be appointed to conduct 
the investigations. Thereupon Jadge Bleckley, 
Dr. Orme, W.M. Mickleberry,George W. Adair, 
Will Hammond and W. H. Rhett were nomi- 
nated. These gentlemen ascended the stairs 
and took seats upon the stage. The members 
of the committee then designated Chief Justice 
Bleckley as their chairman. 

The first test was different from, and far 
more wonderful than anything the pertormer 

essayed Sunday night. Mr. Brown asked the 
general committee to agree upona sub-com- 
mittee of two persons. Dr. Alexander and Mr. 
Ed. McCandless were quickly chosen and they 
came upon the stage. Then. Mr. 
Mickleherry, Mr. Rhett and Mr. 
McCandless went out tha building 
for the purpose of hiding some article. They 
were gone about ten minutes. During their 
absence Mr. Brown performed some of his 
lighter feats. When the committee returned 
~ gp stage they in formed the audience that 
Mr. McCandless had hidden an article outside 

the opera house. The mind-reader then blind- 
folded himself, and brought himself in co.- 
tact with Mr. McCandles:. The subject was 
brought under his power. The methoi of ac- 
complishing this has already been described 
in THe CONSTITUTION. In about ten seconds 
the blind-folded performer rushed down the 
steps, along the aisle and out into the 
street, holdnig Mr. McC: nlless by the hand. 
Mr. Rhett closely followed upon their heels. 
As:oon as Mr. Brown reached the pavement 
he lecame slightly disconcerted and halted. 
Then he started in one direction, went only a 
few; paces and turned about ana proceedei to- 
ward the post office. His pace was accelerated 
as he went, and ere he reached his destination 
he was almostinarun. In the meantime the 
audience was impatient. After the lapse of 
about seven minutes Mr. Brown and his com- 
panions returned, and as they entered the door 
were loudly applauded. Mr. Brown held in 
bis hand a lead pencil. He 
aske(|l Mr. McCandless to make a statement of 
the search, and that gentleman stated precise- 
ly how he had hidden the pencil in a bottle in 
a desk in the postoffice, and described how Mr. 
Brown had gone there and discovered itina 
very short space oftime. This announcement 
elicited vociferous applause, stamping the first 
act of the entertainment a brilliant success. 

Dr. Alexander was asked to think of some 
percon in the atidience. He thought of Mr. 
T.S. Lewis. The mind-reader, bind ‘olded, 
had no difficulty in finding the gentleman 
designated. 

The next feat was the most remarkable of 
any yet attempted. Mr. Brown tried to ferret 
out a suppositious assassination done by Mr. 
Mickleberry, who hid the dagger with which 
he was supposed to have — stabbed 
his victim. Mr. Frank O'Bryan was 
the person who was slain, As he lay 
upon the stage he made an unusually 
handsome corpse. When he went upon the 
stage in the clutches of the murderer he 
became the cynosure of § all eyes, 
and the building rang with applau3e. 
After Mr. O'Bryan was stabbed to death his 
pockeis were rifled by Judge Hammond. 
While all this was doing the mind-reader was 
in a dressing room behind the scenes, in the 
custody of Judge Bleckley, who guarded him 
vigilantly. After the crime was finished Mr. 
Brown and Judge Bleckley returned. The for- 
mer then proceeded to find the assassin, to dis- 
cover the dagger with which he accomplished 
his crime, to ascertain the victim and to ra- 
cover the articles which had ‘been. taken 
from his pocket. He did this without a hitch. 
He accomplished all without hesitation or mis- 
hap. The audience was mystified. The mind- 
readcr’s triumph was complete. The crowd in- 
dulged in the wildest applause, showing how 
it appreciated the marvelous performance. 

The next feat was the locating of a 
Mr. Cobb Jack3on got one 
his friends to give his 
a few sharp pinches. Then he 
went upon the stage and defied the performer 
to locate the seat of pain. Mr. Brown tried 
very hard to do so, but he made a complete 

failure. Then he tried another subject, Pro- 
fessor W. M.Siaton, who was suffering with 
the toothache. It took about ten minutes for 
Mr. Brown todecide the locality of the pain. 

The concluding feat in mind-reading was 
the most mysterious of all. Judge Bleckley 
was requested to go up into the gallery. He 
did so. He was told to take a wire in his 
hand, which he did. The _ per- 
former on the stage took hold of the 
other end of this wire. The chief justice was 
then requested to spell mentally and inaudibiy 
the name ofthe town, county and state in 
which he was born. This hedid very delib- 
erately. Mr. Brown wrote as Judge Bleckley 
would think. Finally the judge said that he 
was done spelling the names. Thereupon Mr. 
Brown repeated the exact words which Judge 
Bleckley had thought of. 

The usual spiritualistic seance was next 
given and the performance came to a close 
at 10 50 o’clock.

THE ATLANTA RIFLES. 


Something About the Pians of this Crack 
Company. 

Scarcely six months ago the Atlanta Rifle 
came into existence, and since that time their 
growth in popular favor and in its own merit, 
has been wonderful. It is composed of young 
men taken from the best element of Atlanta’s 
citizenship, and is an honor not on!y to the city 
but to the state. The company is completely 
equipped, and a more superb organization does 
not exist in the south. Its fatigue uniform is 
conceded to be the handsomest ever seen in 
Atlanta. Their full dress uniforms, made by 
the celebrated military furnishing house, Lilly 
& Co., of Ohio, will create a sensation, 4s soon 
as they are seen in public. Part of them have 
already arrived, and the others are expected 
daily. In addition to these complete uniforms 
they have what no other companies in the 
state possess, military overcoats and knapsacks. 
Last week they received sixty guns, with side 
arms and all necessary accoutrements, from the 
government. ‘Thus, it will be seen that they 
are thoroughly equipped, 

The Rifles are drilling every night, prepar- 
ing for the coming contests. Their drill team 
consists of six fours, twenty-four men, with 
two guides, two lieutenants, besides the cap- 
tain. At the same time they are drilling eight 
substitutes, who will be prepared to take the 
places of any men in the drill team who may 
become sick or injured. 

The company has seventy-five names on the 
active list, besides exempt and nay members. 
They ase Concordia hall for an armory, and 
have some handsomely fitted up clu) reoms in 
that building. 

The first contest they enter will be that at 
Macon, the first of May, open to the state, 
Only one officer, sixteen men and two guides 
wlll be allowed to enter, Fifteen companies 
have entered already, and there is every pros- 
pect that the drill will be a great success. The 
Rifles will also act as a special e:cort to the 
governor and his staff, who will attend this 
drill. In this contest they will meet the crack 
Macon companies, the Savannah Cadets, Co- 
lumbus Guards, and many others. Aft this 
drill there will be an individual contest for 
which several Riflemen. have entered. The 
man who now holds the state championship is 
a member of the Rifles. The Rifles have been 
tendered a cordial invitation to take part in 
their military exercises, both by private citi- 
zens Of Macon and also by the press, and they 
intend to go prepared to illustrate Atlanta, 
both as citizens and soldiers. That they will 
meet with a warm welcome is assured. 

Immediately upon taking the first prize at 
Macon they will go into camp, at some suitable 
place, and commence the life of regulars. That 
strict discipline will be enforced is assured by 
the character of officers who command them. 
Atter ten days of this camp life they will leave 
for Washington, where the national contest 
takes place. This consists of artillery, infantry 
and cavalry contests. There will bea week’s 
encampment. 

The first prize offered for best drilled com- 
pany is ten thousand dollars. The second, five 
thousand, and the third twenty-five hundred 
dollars. Atlanta can justly be proud of two 
such infantry companies as the Rifles and the 
Gate City Guard.

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A Glance Over the Literary Field—Some 
March Magazines—News and Notes. 

THE CENTURY MaGazrne for March will 
stand the test of both comparison and competi- 
tion. It seems to be the purpose of its conda:- 
tors to esver the widest field possible to a 
magazine, so that between its brown covers one 
gets a substantial taste of art, literature, mis- 
ceHaneous matter, history and discussion. 

The March number opens with Mr. Ca>le’s 
novelette of ‘Grande Pvinte,” which is given 
entire, with illustrations by E. W. Kemble. It 
it is a beautiful story, as simple and as pure a3 
the Acadian life it depicts, but it falls short, in 
point of dramatic completeness, of “Carancro,”’ 
which is inimitable in both style and 
conception. It is said that Mr. Kim- 
ble, the. artist, visited the Acadian 
country so that he might the more 
accurately illustrate Mr.Cab!e’s stories. “Grande 
Pointe” is accompanied by eight drawings, 
which, although they show Mr. Kimble at his 
best, do not thoroughly illustrate the text. 
They lack both strength and definiteness; they 
lack the humor that makes itself felt when- 
ever there is real interpretation of human 
nature. In short, the drawingsare perfunctory, 
and though they may be fine examples of art, 
pure and simple, they are not, in any true 
sense, illustrative of Mr. Cable's stery. 

“The Hundredth Man,” by Frank R. Stock- 
ton, which has been running as a serial since 
November, ripples along pleasantly. There are 
flights of dullness here and there, which seem 
to be inseparable from the movement of a long 
story, but Mr. Stockton’s quaint conceptions 
and vivid characterizations take a firm hold on 
the interest and imagination of the reader. 

There are no short stories in the number and 
this seems to be a pity, for the appetite for short 
stories, which The Century has done much to 
create, ought to be respected by all truly good 
magazine editors. The trouble is that The 
Century finds it dificult to find room for the 
textual books on vy hich the majority of its 
splendid pictures are hung. In this respect 
The Century leads all other magazines. Its 
art features, from year’s end to year’s end, are 
not approached by any other literary maga- 
zine. 

The frontispiece of the present number is a 
poitrait of Edwin M, Stanton, secretary of war 
under Lincoln, The portrait accompanies an 
anonymous article entitled “Recol- 
lections of Secretary Stanton.” The 
fact that the article is anonymous has a signifi. 
cant bearing on the discussions that have been 
goirg on about Stanton’s character ever since 
the war. After all, the most vivid recollection 
that the country has about Stanton is the re- 
marksble contrast his character offers to that 
of Abraham Lincoln. One was petulant, fussy, 
crafty and cruel; the other was patient, long- 
suflering—the very embodiment of justice and 
humanity. Fifty volumes of “recollections” 
would fail to make a great man outof Stanton, 
though there is no doubt that he was a useful 
man in his place, 

The life of Abraham Lincoln, by Nicolay 
and Hay, moves forward in an interesting way. 
It is interesting, as biography and as history, 
and shows a great deal of Jaborious 
and pains-taking research, but it must 
be clear to overy thoughtful 
reader that the lines along which the biography 
is projected are terribly out of proportion to 
the importance of the subject. Politics and 
partisanship step in between the authors and a 
proper comprehension of the dignity of their 
suljcet. In other words, Messrs. Nicolay and 
Hay have their feetin the clay and their heads 
fail very short of the clouds. 

Other articles of note in the Century are 
“French Sculptors,” “The Cathedral Charchés 
of England,” “Camping Out in California,” 
“Composite Photography” and “The White Men 
of the New South.” The last is of unusual in- 
terest. The war articles have been eut down 
very materially. The poetry of the number 
isa little above the average. In this depart- 
ment isto be found some dialect verse by 
Thomas Nelson ‘Page. In the open lotter do- 
partment John T. Harris, Jr., shows that Lin- 
coln’s immediate ancestors were Virginians, 

The Atlantic Monthly opens with a short 
poem by Mr. James Russell Lowell, which we 
Should be pleased to transcribe here, but the 
distinguished author has copyrighted it and re- 
served the right of translation and dramatiza- 
tion. 
the number is Dr. Holmes’s “One Hundred 
Days in £urope.’”’ There is nothing more 
charming than the garrulity of a green old age. 
Our Autocrat shows in every phase and para- 
graph that his mind is as fresh and as versa- 
tile as ever. 

In the department of fiction there are in- 
stallments of “he Second Son,” by Mrs. Oli- 
phant and Mr. T. B. Aldrich, and “Paul P[a- 
t ff,’ by F. Marion Crawford. Some of the 
critics have been rousting Mr. Crawford for 
writing a Russian story, and yet he is going 
ahead writing anything else but a Russian 
story. The conclusion of “The Lady from 
Maine” is given, and it is a very tragic Gonelu- 
sion. The fair young heroine is compared to 
Miss Daisy Miller, but the latter lacks the 
touch of verity that Lawrence Saxe (whoever 
he may be) has managed to impart to the girl 
from Maine. 

This is a literary twang about the Atlantic 
that gives it a distinctiveand distinguished 
place among magazines. In the present num- 
ber there are at least four contributions that 
seem to grow, as it were, out of the atmosphere 
that surrounds the Atlantic. “Theophile Gau- 
tier” is one of these; “Curiosities of Criticism” 
is another, “Longfellow’s Art’ is the third, 
and the fourth is “The Hippolytos of Eari- 
pides,”’ by William Cranston Lawton. This is 
one of the most noteworthy contributions to 
the magazine, giving the average reader an 
opportunity of seeing with his own eyes, so to 
speak, how intensely modern and human—and

As to Poe. you probably 
will never have achance. Outside of the British 
museum, where they have the ‘‘Tameriane,”’ of 
1827, I have only seen one early example of Poe's 
poems. Itis ‘Al Aaraaf, Tamerlane, and Minor 
Poems, by Edgar A. Poe, Baltimore; Hatch & Duan- 
ning, 1829. Svo, pp. 71.” The book “came Mr. 
Locker (Mr. Frederick Locker-Lampson) through 
Mr. RK. H. Stoddard, the American poet.’’ 50 says 
Mr. Locker-Lampson's catalogue. He also has the 
New York editions of 1851. These books are extra- 
ordinarily rare; you are more likely to find them 
in some collection of two-penny rub sh, than to 
buy theminthe reguiar market. ) yant’s “Po- 
ems’’ (Cambridge, 1521) must also be very rare, and 
Emerson’s of 1847,and Dr. Oliver Wendell Holmes’s 
of 1#56, and Longfellow’s “Voices of the Night,’’ 
1839, and Mr. Lowell's “A Year's Life:’’ none of 
these can be common, and all are desirable, as are 
Mr. Whittier’s ‘“‘Legends of New England’’ (1531), 
and ‘‘Poems’”’ (1835). Perhaps you may never be 
lucky enough to come across them cheap; no doubt 
they are greatly sought for by amateurs. Indeed 
all American books of a certain age or of a special 
interest are exorbitantly dear. Men like Mr, James 
Lenox used to keep the market oP. One cannot 
get the Jesuit ‘‘Relations’’—shabby little missionary 
reports from Canada, in dirty vellum, ; 

ihe Pall Mall Gazette: Mr. Gladstone was paid

gests two sorts of interesting reflections. - First, say

We wonder at what rate the other three 
distinguished contributors were _— We should 
appraise their contributions ourselves at something 
like this, keeping to the proportion of Mr. Giad- 
stone’s 6d. a Ward: Mr. John Morley 2d. a word, 
Mr. Matthew Arnold }4d., Mr. Swinburne ten words 
apenny. Appropos of this staggering cheqne, it is 
interesting to collect a few figures of prices given 
and accepted fur literature which—well, is less 
epheme! than Mr. Gladstone’s golden 
eloquence. Goldsmith received ¢0l. for the 
‘Vicar of Wakefield,’ Johnson 1001. for ‘Rasselas,’ 
and 300). for the ‘Lives of the Poets.’ The Lambs 
were paid 60 guineas for the ‘Tales from Spakspeare,’ 
Fielding received &(1. for ‘Tom Jones.’ But we 
have nospace to quote innumerable instences o 
such Grub street prices paid for work which sti! 
delightsthe world. Take Thackeray, for instance, 
who said that he had never made more than 
5,0001. for any of his books. Fancy the price of 
twenty Nineteen Century ‘articles for ‘Vanity 
Fair!’ On the other hand, Scott made ia lessthan 
two years 26,000L; Lord Lytton is/said tohave made 
80,0001. by his novels: Dickens is supposed to have 
cleared over 10,0001. a year during the publication 
of ‘Nicholas Nickleby,’ and 7,0001. was .to bave 
been paid for ‘Edwin Drood.’ ‘Dizzy’ is said to 
have’ made 30,0001. by his novels, while ‘George 
Eliot’s’ profits on ‘Romola’ were estimated at 
16,0001., and Mr. Willtie Collins received 10,0001. for 
two novels alone. Byron’s gains were about 25, 
0C0l.; Moore was paid 38,0001. for ‘Lalla Rookh,’ 
Macaulay received 23,0001. on acconnt for threc- 
fourths of his ‘History.’ These figures would have 
teen doubled (shall we say?), but. alas! there’ was 
noSBarnum of literature in those days, 
is a pen without a name?|

could be reproached for not humming a tune if he 
had no ear for music. “Certainly, my dear mad- 
ame,’’ Thackeray would have said, “if you insist 
upon Rebeccas, and Rowenas, and Isabella War- 
dours, and Fenellas, and Amy Robsarts,' I must 
re — Ieannot supply them.’ Andif 
the ofty lady had rejoined: ‘But why not Jeannie 
Deans?’ Thackeray would surely have replied: 
“Ah, madame, why not Rosalind and Cordelia’”’ 

Perhaps if the great novelist, whose heart like 
Colonel Newcome’s, was as thatof alittle child, 
bed had ahead above his eyes, he might have 
acded, ‘“‘Madame, I am arealist.’’ But that was 
not his way of telking or ofthinking. He was not 
a philosopher nor a critic. He was an artist who 
saw the spectacle of human life and the mp hag hu- 
mao character, and described them as he saw 
them. But it must be a singular reader of his books 
who concludes that he had no perception of hero- 
ism in men or of noble character in women. With 
a smile half gay and halfsad he said of the lovely 
sketch of Erminia, which was one of his most 
characteristic papers, in the style of Dick Steele, 
“It cost me her friendship.” But whatever it cost 
him, it showed how deeply sensitive he was to the 
most womanly qualities, If he had no head above 
his eyes, his eyes saw noble and beautiful things, 
and that wonderful hand described them tenderly 
and truly.

Mrs. LULA WYNN, daughter of J. G. McLin, and 
wife of J. H. Wynn, of Atlanta, Ga., was born Sep- 
tember 18, 1859, married December 9, 1885, and died 
November 22, 1886. Lula wasa child of six years 
of age when I first knew her. From that period 
until she was removed hence I have had the privi- 
lege of observing her gradual development into 
womanhood, and giving, as the wife of a worthy 
husband, the promise of a useful life. She was one 
of the most thoroughly truthful persons I have eyer 
known. Gifted by nature with a mind of extraor- 
dinary strength. with an ardent love for the fine 
aris, she Jacked the opportunity of cultivating those 
tastes which would have given her a place among 
celebrated artists. She detested every species of 
afiectation and pretense, and this characteristic 
made her friendships permanent. Restrained only 
by a tender regard forthe feelings of others, her 
natural gifts included a keen wit and oftentimes a 
glowing sense of humor, which made her conversa- 
tion cones and instructive.

THE STORY OF A WILD TRAGEDY 
IN STEWART COUNTY. 
—————— 
he Yourg Man’s First Appearance— fis Remarka- 
bie Success ip Business His Mysterious Flight 
ané Geneational R-turn—The Wild Ride 
to Lumpkin--Under the Pond. 


Curunert, Ga.,2March 5.—[Special.]—Some 
time about the year 1865 there appeared in the 
town of Lumpkin,Stewart county,a young man, 
scarcely more than an overgrown lad, of pleas- 
antaddress, amiable disposition, fair complex- 
jon and a generally attractive appearance. 
Nothing was known of him save that he had a 
married sister who, with her busband, had 
aefugeed from the upper portion of the state a 
short time before, and settled on a farm three 
miles south of Lumpkin; that his name was 
€carbcrough, and that of his sister, Hardwick. 
With Mr. and Mrs. Hardwick young Scarbor- 
ough lived ard worked awhile before seeking 
employment in town. At that time Lumpkin 
was driving a thriving trade.

Lowe was impressed favorably with the 
young man’s style, and granted him the desir- 
ed request. Scarborough made friends rapidly. 
By an unpretentious urbanity an aeneral de- 
sire to please he gained a warm spot 
in the affections of the public, 
and the confidence and esteem of 
his employer. Indeed, the proprietor gradual- 
ly grew to a point where the business of 


- his large and lucrative house was intrusted to 


the management of the young salesman, the 
books placed in his hands, and when the time 
rolled around for the annual visit to New York 
city to buy goods, so implicitly had he gained 
the confidence of the house asa man of busi- 
ness, honor and fidelity, that he was intrusted 
with this responsible duty. His conduct was 
always such as merit the 
honoris. of trust bestowed. No man 
had more iriends, no one a_ brighter 
future. They predicted a brilliant life of use- 
fulness. As he climbed step by step from one 
degree to another, they applauded the pluck 
and praised the worth of such a noble man. 
in society he was the acknowledged leader. 

Brilliant at repartee, genial in soul and 
fascinating in style, it was but nataral he 
should win the love of any maiden to whom he 
paid court. Among the bonnie lassics of the 
Village was an especial one, ‘‘a nearer and a 
dearer one, yet, than _all others.” She, too, 
was blessed with many _ graces, and 
lovely to behold. It was «a consum- 
moation devoutly to be hoped for that 
these young hearts should link their destinies 
as a fitting finale to the first act inthe great 
drama of life. But the Nemesis of an 
avenging fate followed stealthily in the wake. 
Softly, slowly, surely rolled the scroll over the 
life and light of this erstwhile happy man. 
The sister to whom he was levels at- 
tached, whose love was entwined around his 
very being like the tendrils of some climbing 
vine, sickened and died. Then it was, haviag 
gaincd a sum of money through a policy on 
the life of Mrs. Hardwick in his favor, 
he wade arrangements to embark in 
the mercantile world with Captain H. A. 
Boynton as a partner. 

Arrangements had been perfected for this 
new firm, and they were to occupy a new store 
on the corner now used asa drug store. The

‘gentleman who was to become his partner in 


this business was then engaged in the grocery 
tirade, and with him his nutes, mouey aud val- 
uables were deposited. 

Several years had passed away during the

From some unknown cause, forever shielded 
frcm tie unpious cravings of restless humanity 
by a kind providence, he was fleeing from the 
desert of despair which had fallen like molten 
icad upon the green fields of youthful hope 
and anticipations, only to burn and charr them 
unredecmably black forever. Did the syren 
voice of lover's vows lull to sleep only to wreck 
# life in its rude awaking’s?Z God only knows! 
Hid within the impenetrable recesses of a wes- 
fern territory for three years, the snake which 
was received among the ban yuet of flowers was

No rosy beams were borrowed from vegeta- 
ble oranimal life; no smiles chased away the 
sighs; no word of love ortokenof remem- 
brance sent he to avyliving creature.

A 
few minutes later the negro b»y who, j ast out 
of town had escaped by jumpiug headlong out 
of the buggy, reported the same circumstan- 
ces to Mr. McDonald. To Lumpkin is 
twenty-two miles, Ordinarily it takes hard 
driving to cover the distance in three and one 
half hours. The topography of the country is 
hilly and numerous mountains are scaled in 
the journey. At one of the livery stables there 
was kept the fleetest horse in harness and un- 
der saddle in all the country, known far and 
near as “Dolly Varden.” She was prized by 
her owner very highly, and valued at several 
hundred dollars. In an incredibly short time, 
this animal was brought out and saddied, Co- 
ing to a drawer in which he kept a brace of fine 
pistols, Mr. McDonald selected one, and placed 
it in his pocket, together with a round of car- 
tridges, and seer 9 - the mare, started out 
vpon what proved to be the wildest and most 
thrilling sensational ride of his life.

He was then ordered to turn round and 
drive back to Cuthbert, or he would be shot on 
the spot, Said Mr. McDonald in speaking of the 
adventuur.

A little later I got another shot, 
which took effect just under the right eye, 
avd knocking him over on the dashboard, but 
he rallied in a few seconds, and regained his 
seat. Innumerable times I pulled the ham- 
mer and turned it loose, but it did not rebound 
with enough force to explode the cart.idges. 
Seqing that the weapon would not fire, he 
said: 

“Your old powder is wet. 
your shells.” 

“Thus defiantly he led the way, and I fol- 
lowed until a little later, he drove in front of 
the store of Curtis Lowe, sprung from the ve- 
hicle, aud fell into the arms of some one stand- 
ingnear. The trip from Cuthbert had been 
made, including all delaysin one hour and 
twenty minutes. 

‘Unable to stand, J staggered to a seat near 
by, and all was darkness. ‘he system had 
been taxed beyond endurance, and sank under 
the pressure. When I revived I found a num- 
ber congrcpatel round, and from ejaculations, 
| gathered tha: 2 number were very indig- 
nent at the idea of this man having been shot. 
Then it was that I learned of his past history, 
his sudden disappe:rance, and unhoralded re- 
turn. Nothing. daunted. however I deman- 
ded my prisoner, but was told that he was 
then in a dying stage. I went int» the back 
room, where he was lying, pale ani bloody, 
pou a stretcher, surrounded by sympathetic 
friends, and on seeing me he turned and faint- 
ly smiling, beckoned me to draw near. Ta- 
king my hand in his, he Said:” 

I wan't to say to you, that you did nothing 
but your duty in what you have done today. 
I am wounded---perbaps fatally, and if I die I 
now cali upon my friends to witness that you 
are not to blame. 1 have money, have now 
several thonsand dollars around my person, 
and I expect to return your horse tomorrow 
with full remuneration. My father’s spirit 
appeared to me and told me to go to Lumpkin, 
and nothing could have prevented it.”’ 

Friends interposed, and Mr. McDonald was 
induced to compromise the matter. Tne horse 
was taken at full value, the stable man gota 
sum fotdamaves to the fine voung mare, which 
was never any account thereatter, and the af- 
fair was left torun the usual couise of such 
sensational stories. 

Cut little is left to be told of this wretched 
man. For atime he was taken into the store 
of his former benefactor. He would do noth- 
ing, however, except walk restlessly around 
giving his money in five and tea dollar pieces 
tothose he would meet on thestreet. His 
friends hired a man to shadow his foot steps, 
dreading that he would attempt his own de- 
struction. Thus the time passed, till one day 
his body was found in the back waters of Vo- 
rus’ pond, where it was not more thantwo 
feetceep. Here he had gone unobserved, and 
taking hold of the rushes pulled himself face 
forem«st in the water, holding on with grim 
determination tilllife was extinguished. His 
swolienand almost unrecognizable remains,was 
t.nderly lifted from the murk y waters, and de- 
pesitcd in the cemetery at that place. Today 
the older inhabitants are wont to stop in med- 
ita‘ion, in the city of thedead, and point the 
stranger to the last resting place of J. Wilber 
Scarborougb, beloved and lamented by all who 
knew the viscisitudes of his short and tragio
